London, October 24.—The bones of 
Peter the Hermit, pictu esqu e, weid- 
ly romantic old priest of the Middle 
Age, hav e been fou nd. 
Some work­ 
men were clearing- the grou nd once 
cov ered by an ancient monastery near 
Hu y , a town abiu t 50 milts sou theast 
of Bru ssels, when their shov els acci­ 
d e nta l laid bore 
the 
long-sou ght 
grav e. 
Few men in al lhistory so fire the 
Imagination as 
this 
ferv id, zealou s 
“onchorite of Amiens”. 
He was the 
leader o fthe First Cru sade, that v ast, 
desperate adv entu re which u ltimately 
rescu ed the tomb of the Sav iou r from 
the hands of the infidel Tu rks. Now 
that his bones hav e been fou nd 
and 
with them, 
presu mably , 
docu ment- 
bearing on his life the legends and 
e ntrov ersies that clu ster abou t him 
flame ou t anew. 
New- efforts will be 
made to find ou t the tru th abou t him. 
He was only a hu mble monk, bu t he 
was one of those rare spirits that the 
y orld simply cannot forget. 
Peter had no power. He was an u n­ 
known 
priest 
before 
he lau nched 
forth u pon that tremendou s ex ploit. 
He dealt .with the hu mble, pov erty - 
stricken people like himself. His fol­ 
lowers were a ragged, motley , u narm­ 
ed rabble from small towns and v il­ 
lages. Yet he did more to change the 
toce of Eu rope than all the crowned 
heads combined. 
The enthu siasm and 
zeal 
of this 
one strange man cost the liv es of ov ­ 
er 
one 
hu ndred 
thou sand 
people. 
Many thou sands of others were 
in­ 
du ced by his eloqu ence to sell all they 
owned of this world’s goods and fol- 
1 w him off wheerv er he might lead 
them, tru sting with blind faith that 
he wou ld find food for them to eat 
end weapons f or them to fight with. 
This solitary priest rocked the whole 
economic and social stru ctu re of Eu ­ 
rope to its fou ndation. Perhaps noth­ 


ing, ex cept the World War itself, had' 
su ch tremendou s consequ ences as his 
simple faith and the cu riou s power of 
his personality . 
There is on the pages of history no 
stranger pictu re than that of Peter 
:he Hermit, his sack 
cloth flapping 
abou t him, his hair grey with 
the 
ashes he threw ov er himself, ranging 
ibou t ov er France and Germany fir- 
ng the peasants with frenzy , gather- 
ng them together for the 
long, in­ 
credu lou sly ardu ou s jou rney to 
the 
Holy Land. 
Peter believ ed that Christ himself 
had told him to rescu e the Holy Se­ 
pu lchre 
from 
the 
contaminating 
hands of the Tu rks. 
He said 
that 
.v hen he was in the Holy City , resting 
n the sacred Bascilica of the Sav ­ 
ou r's tomb, Christ himself appeared 
before him. 
“Sav e my tomb from the desecra­ 
tion of the infidels”, the Sav iou r said 
him, according to the legend. 
Peter saw nothing incongru ou s in 
starting ou t to rou se the whole world 
on the holy mission. 
He was a no­ 
body bu t with a qu aint sincerity that 
swept all before it he believ ed 
he 
was the instru ment chosen by heav ­ 
en. 
’ 
lie hastened back to Eu rope 
and 
aid his trem endo us plan before Pope 
Urban. 
He begged him to au thorize 
the Cru sade. 
Peter 
u rged his case 
with all the eloqu ence that was later 
to hav e su ch far reaching resu lts. He 
told Uhban that the Tu rks bru tally 
mistreated 
the 
Christian pilgrims, 
and that the holy 
tomb 
itself was 
daily ou traged. 
The pope was con­ 
v inced. 
He gav e the ragged monk 
the fu ll au thority of the chu rch to go 
ou t and rou se the people. 
As a sign of mou rning for the de­ 
secration of the Holy epu lcher Peter 
pu t on his sack cloth and ashes. With 
the fanatcism of sincere faith 
and 
jdev otion he harangu ed the crowds in 
•all the cities and v illages throu ghou t 
; France. 
He told them to sell their 
homes and march with him to 
the 
i Holy Land and recov er the Sepu lchre, 


'or they w-ou ld be protected and car­ 
ed for on the way by Christ himself. 
The 
response 
was 
instant 
and 
Banning. 
The 
peasants 
took 
fire. 
They did sell whatev er they had and, 
withou t weapons, men, women and 
ev en 
children 
swelled 
the 
great 
throng that w-as going they knew' not 
where. Three were, according to the 
most reliable accou nts between 300,- 
000 
and 
600,000 
on 
that terrible 
march toward Jeru salem. 
The peas­ 
ants saw’ in Peter another Elijah, an­ 
other John the Baptist. 
They came 
ilmost to worship him as one of tin 
Saints. 
They ev en attribu ted 
mir­ 
acles to the asa he rode. 
It was said 
that it had seen the angel and had 
spoken to the prophet. 
As they wou nd their way from city 
to city 
following 
this 
remarkable 
monk 
more 
thou sands who wished 
eagerly to gain the salv ation so elo­ 
qu ently promised them flocked to the 
standard. 
The army increased like a 
rolling snowball. 
They insisted on being fed wherev ­ 
er they were, and, as their nu mbers 
grew, they dev ou red food along 
tht 
way like a great 
horde 
of locu sts. 
Finally ev en Peter 
cou ld 
not 
fine 
enou gh to feed his ev er increasing 
disciples. 
He had to div ide his hosts 
int > fiv e sections. He led one of these 
d v isions which started from Cologne 
in April, 1096, and reached Constan­ 
tinople in Ju ly .

Af­ 
ter a fu riou s series of attacks which 
v v ere almost incessant for a month, 
Jeru salem was taken.

ing Cru saders bu rst ou t.

dau ghter ensu ed.

reported 
that the narrow streets flow'ed with 
blood, so that the horses wrere stain­ 
ed to the knees as they made

Peter the Hermit had carried ou t the

Christ appeared in the v ision. 
Bu t it 
is one of the incomprehensible ironies 
of history that Peter himself nev er 
got into Jeru salem.

Preparation of the Land

grave.

“onchorite of Amiens”. 
He was the 
1« ader o ftho First Crusade, that vast, 
desperate adventure which ultimately 
rescued the tomb of the Saviour from 
the hands of the infidel Turks. Now 
that his bonis have been found 
and 
with them, 
presumably, 
document' 
bearing on his life the legends and 
e ntroversies that cluster about him 
flame out anew. 
New efforts will be 
made to find out the truth about him. 
He was only a humble monk, but he 
w as one of those rare spirits that the 
yorld simply cannot forget.
